‘MacMillan’s Measure Calling for a Special 
Commission Defeated and the Vinton 
Bill Giving the Board of Agriculture 


Srrincristp, III., May 5.—[{Special.]— 
Some of the Lest men in 2 ticu 


of the State Board of Agriculture. The Mac- 
Millan or Senate bill proposes a more 
cumbrous agency of supervision and con- 
trol. It would establish a board of twenty- 
six members, six of them, of whom four 
should be women, to be selected from the 
State at large, ten men selected from the 
State Board of Agriculture by the members 
of that body. and ten selected from the unrep- 
resented districts by the Governor. 

When the MacMillan bill was presented in 
the Senate today it was referred to the Joint 
Committee on Appropriations and World’s 
Fair. This committee met promptly in 
the afternoon, Senator Secrest in the chair. 
The meeting developed the fact that the rural 
members are jealousof Chicago’s control over 
the expenditure of the money and that not a 
few are in favor of paring down the appro- 
priation. 

Mr. George M. Barber, who is bere as the 
representative of Moses P. Handy and the 
Bureau of Publicity, was questioned con- 
cerning the use to which the money was to be 
put. He set out with thestatement that $400,000 
would be used in the construction and 
arrangement of the building for the Illinois 
display. Being further pressed he said it was 
contemplated to spend $150,000 in arranging 
the grounds at the south end of Jackson Park 
for the live-stock exhibit. 

Senator Crawford of Chicago and other 

members objected to the latter proposition 
and maintained that under the pro- 
visions of the bill as it now stands, 
and in accordance with the principle on 
which it was based, no portion of the appro- 
priation could be used for the live stock ex- 
hibit. That was asubject for private enterprise. 
The rural members, however, seem to be in- 
tent on having it stipulated that a large part 
of the appropriation shall be for the live stock 
display. But no definite conclusion was 
reached on this score. 
Senator ‘Shumway introduced an amend- 
ment covering the point, and the Chairman 
was directed to report the amendment without 
recommendation. Mr. Shuinway also offered 
an amendment cutting down the appropria- 
tion to $500,000, This was also ordered re- 
ported without recom dation. 

Then came 's amendment pro- 
viding for a Board of Control of twenty-six 
members, of whom four shall be women. It 
took the same course as the others. The 
amendments will be reported back Thursday 
morning in the Senate, when a lively debate 
is expected. 

Opposed to a Large Commission. 

Senator Crawford, who took an active part 
in the discussion in committee today, said: 

I don’t like the idea of a large committee. It is 
cumbrous, unwieldy, and I fear will interfere 
with the rapid progress of work. It would be 
better in my opinion that the whole business be 
confided to a committee of five sensible men. They 
could readily agree as to what ought to be done. 
My experience is that a latge committee moves 
slowly. My judgment, too, is against the specific 
provision for a livestock exhibit. That does 
not fall within the scope of the 
bill. 1 don't think there is any 
serious intention to reduce the appropriation be- 
low a million, but if there is not more unity and 
cohesion among those who are arriving at a satis- 
factory display for Dlinois I cannot predict what 
may happen. Friends of the World’s Fair here 
ought to get together and the fads and fancy 
schemes ougbt to be dropped. The main pur- 
pose ought to be kept well in sight, and some- 
thing ought to be left to the discretion 
of the World’s Fair Commission for 
effect on the Legislatures of other States 
in the matter of their action on the World's Fair. 
What is to be done should be done quickly. I be- 
lieve that the promoters of the World's Fair 
now here ought to settle their differ 
ences of opinion before going before 
the committees of either House, and 
the Cook County members ought to take more 
earnest interest in providing harmony and suc- 
cess than they appear to be doing. Vice-Presi- 
dent Bryan did good work today. and may be able 
to settle all differences that have arisen before ac- 
tion is taken on the proposed Senate amendments 
Thursday.

Mr. T. B. Bryan, First Vice-President of the

rial progress today. The. votes on the various 
motions in the House indicated a very strong in- 
clination in favor of a $1,000,000 appropriation, 
and so far the vote shows a like preference 
for its distribution through the State Board of 
Agriculture. Of course we studiously abstain from 
any interference in that matter, our mission be- 
ing to aid in the securing of the appropriation, 
especially for the effect it will have on the Legis- 
latures of other States. Such effect we think 
would be of incalculable value to the Exposition.

Fair of the Senate this afternoon and in the 
House today to reduce the amount of 
the appropriation to half a million dol- 
lars.

Nuw Yorx, May 5.—Judging from certain 
developments that have taken place during 
the last twenty-four hours, and from rumors 
that were prevalent in business circles down- 
town today, the actual seat of the Chilean war 
is located in this city. It is claimed that two 
prominent commercial houses, both having 
very large interests in Chile, are

News was received by one of the firms yes- 
terday from its agents in Buenos Ayres that 
its competitor had sent a lot of rifles and am- 
munition to aid Balmaceda’s forces. ‘I'he 
agent stated that the firm had shipped 350 
cases of rifles and 750,000 pounds of ammuni- 
tion on the Brazil mail steamships Vigilance 
and Advance from this port to Santos. There 
the ammunition was transferred to another 
steamer and taken to Montevideo. At Monte- 
video the Chilean men-of-war Almirante Lynch 
and Almirante Condell were met and the rifles 
and ammunition and small arms were put on 
board of them. The two war Vessels then 


to Balmaceda’s forces. 

One of the partners of the above mentioned 
firm left New York, it is said, just before the 
munitions of war were shipped and went di- 
rectly to Buenos Ayres and from there to 
Montevideo in order to be present at the trans- 
fer of the goods to the warships, Commercial 
house No, 2—the revolutionists’ backer—has 
been charged by Balmaceda’s friends witb 
aiding the insurgents by sending arms and 
cartridges down to them.

It was said today by many 
merchants that the war m Chile was being 
kept going by the effortsof the two merchants 
here in New York. / There have been several 
representatives of both the contesting forces 
im Chile here in New York for the last ten 
days. It is presumed they are purchasing 
arms for shipment. 

Wasnineron, D. C., May 5.—The Govern- 
ment of the United States has instructed Mr.

CARNEGIE MUSIC HALL DEDICATED. 


It Was Particularly Designed as a Home for 
Orchestral and Choral Work. 

Nsw Tonk, May 5.—([Special.|—-The Car- 
negie Music Hall at Fifty-seventh street and 
Seventh avenue was formally dedicated 
tonight with the first concert of a largely 
planned festival, and splendid was the au-

GREAT DAY FOR BEAR TRADERS. 


A Quartet of Alarming Rumors Unsettles 
Wall Street Values to Some Extent. 

Nuw Yors, May 5.—[Special.]—It was a 
great day for the bear traders. Stocks were 
heavy from the start, with London selling 
freely and the air full of rumors about gold 
exports, national bankruptcy, tight money, 
and trouble to be feared at the meeting of 
the Advisory Board tomorrow, Lackawanna 
is the only active stock on the list that is 
down as much as 1 per cent, however. 

It was reported on the Stock Exchange that 
$3,000,000 gold had been engaged today for 
export to London by tomorrow’s steamers. 
The amount actually engaged was $1,500,000, 
one-third of which will be sent by Messrs. 
August Belmont & Co, and two-thirds by 
Messrs. Baring, Magoun & Co. It is difficult 
to keep track of the actual amounts of gold 
exported. When a banking-house applies for 
a given sum at the Subtreasury the fact is at 
once announced through the news ; 
Later, or perhaps on the following day, when 
it is paid for, another item goes the rounds, 
and later, when itis actually shipped, still 
another item goes the rounds; so that the 
same coin figures three times as so much gold 
exported. 

One of the stories afloat in the exchange 
was to the effect that President Cable of the 
Rock Island road was giving his friends a 
quiet tip that there would be a big row at the 
Advisory Board meeting tomorrow. The 
best informed people are confident that there 
will be no friction whatever, and they inti- 
mate that unexpected results will be achieved.

The Arbuckle Building, the Female College, 
and Christ Church Go Up in Flames.

the valley be deprived by the adoption of the 
amendments proposed by the Sanitary Drain- 
age Trustees? When and how did they acquire 
the natural right” to compel Chicago to 


construct a deep-water propeller channel from 
‘here to Joliet and from there to Peoria and 


Grafton? 

That is what the Transcript means by 
the natural rights of the valley. It means 
that all residents of the Illinois Valley have an 
inalienable right not only to life and liberty, 
but a grand waterway,” to be constructed at 
the expense of Chicago. The Transcript has 
cried out perpetually for a big ship canal. 
That is the beginning and ending of its inter- 
est in the sanitary drainage scheme. But 
after an examination of the Consttution of 
this State and of the United States Chicagoans 
do not see any clause securing to the valley a 
ship canal at their expense. There is one 
“natural right which they have and which 
it must be admitted they have exercised 
without restraint—that of making great fools 
of themselves on this whole ship-canal busi- 
ness. 

If all the wealth of Chicago, present and 
prospective, were used to pour Lake Michigan 
water into the Illinois, it would not make that 
river navigable between the second dam at 
Johet and La Salle, on account of the 100-foot 
fall in the course of sixty miles. The greater 
the amount of water poured in the less navi- 
gable would the torrent be, At the Marseilles 
Rapids there is a fall in about two miles of 
seventeen feet: How much water would it take 
to make those rapids navigable for lake pro- 
pellers? 

The only way to make navigation in a stream 
with such declivity is to turn it into a ship ca- 
nal, enlarging the present ditch tenfold, with 
ten or twelve vast locks between La Salle and 
Joliet. But the sections of such a canal should 
be almost level with the surface of the valley 
between locks and with but a slight current. 
Only a little water, comparatively speaking, 
could be used to feed the ship canal. No 
600,000 or 300,000 cubic feet a minute could be 
passed through. Twenty or thirty thousand 
cubic feet a minute would be enough to keep 
the locks and canal full. 

Who will build such a ship canal, costing, 
with its locks, dams, and bridges, about a mill- 
ion dollars a mile, or, say, 60 millions between 
Joliet and La Salle? 

It will be seen that the Transcript admits 

that Chicago must keep the sewage contami- 
nation out of its drinking water, but it de- 
nounces and blackguards bitterly the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Sanitary Trustees for 
asking the Legislature to make such reason- 
able amendments to the law as will enable 
this city to cut a channel. All that is asked 
for is the removal of the impossibilities in the 
act. 
The resignation of Judge Prendergast and 
all the other Trustees would not help matters. 
No new board, if it had common sense, would 
try to carry out the impracticable and unnec- 
essary provisions of the law, inserted there ma- 
liciously for the express purpose of rendering 
the work abortive and impossible. Sooner or 
later these provisions will have to come out, 
as the evil spirit was cast out of the sorely 
afflicted man. 

Not.one of these amendments trenches on 
the “natural rights of Peorians. On the 
contrary, they will benefit Peoria, for the 
amount of water which the Chicago River can 
pass will be sufficient to make decent, re- 
spectable steamboat navigation in the IIli- 
nois between La Salle and Grafton, where the 
river only falls an inch and a quarter a mile

The News says: 


The people of Chicago have undertaken the 
solution of other problems in this same drainage 
and waterway law. The citizens of Chicago have 
undertaken to permanently solve the increasingly 
vexatious bridge problem and the question of 
permanent harbor facilities which will add to the 
city’s commercial supremacy. 

The people of Chicago have not knowingly 
undertaken anything of the sort. But whether 
they have done so knowingly or otherwise 
they can solve none of these problems under 
the Sanitary Drainage act, because it was not 
passed for that purpose. As the Supreme 
Court says, it was passed for sanitation only, 
and a new harbor at Grosse Point and a chan- 
nel from there to the forks of the river are 
not incidents of sanitation. 

According to the scheme of Mr. Benezette 
Williams, wiuch the News. indorses, the 
Trustees must fill up the main river from 
Rush to Market street. But not only does the law 


catscheme, but it forbids it. The Trustees 
would have no power to touch the main river,

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sure. Tho days of the billion Congress” 
are past; and also those of great Treasury sur- 
pluses which gave so much trouble to squan- 
der. But if that canal is, as the valley dream- 
ers say, to be such a grand thing for the State, 
then let the State build it. Let it issue a hun- 
dred million bonds for a grand waterway im- 
provément between Joliet and Grafton, at the 
mouth of the Illinois, and then Chicago will 
feel a little more like spending a hundred 
millions between here and Joliet and furnish- 
ing 690,000 cubic feet of water for navigation. 

At present the Legislature cannot do that, 
for the Constitution of the State forbids it to 
spend a cent on canals. It cannot even im- 
prove the Illinois and Michigan Canal except 
out of its net revenues. In the Constitutional 
convention df 1870 the Chicago and a few of 
the valley delegates fought hard to preserve to 
the Legisiature the right to construct new 
canals or improve old ones, but the rest of the 
State, fearing to be saddled with their share of 
an immense debt for the benefit of Chicago 
and the valley counties, voted them down by 
35 to 25 after a long and hot debate. 

But it appears now from the statements of 
the valley people that there is one canal which 
will be of great benefit to all Illinois. If that 
be so, give Illinois a chance to build it. The 
Legislature is in session. Get it to submit a 
constitutional amendment allowing the State 
to issue bonds and go into the canal building 
business; and give the people an opportunity 
to express their views on the subject, If they 
favored the amendment and also a further one 
giving Chicago the authority to spend ninety 
or a hundred millions in taxes and bonds to 
cut commercial channels across the city to 
furnish 600,000 cubic feet of water per minute, 
then there would be a grand old canal time. 

But everybody knows the people would vote 
down such a canal-building amendment by 
half a million majority. The State will neither 
build a vast ship canal nor attempt to make 


the Upper Illinois navigable for vessels. The 


Federal Government will not touch it. The 
proposed Hennepin Canal, for which half a 
million was log-rolled out of the billion Con- 
gress, but which may never get another ap- 
propriation, isto be but 7 feet deep, instead 
of 18 feet. Hence it will only be a horse boat 
canal. 

These being the facts why is Chicago asked 
to blast out an 18-foot channel for eighteen 
miles of the way to Joliet, which will dis- 
charge 600,000 cubic feet of water, when it is 
impossible for it to get half that much water 
through the Chicago River, or furnish it in any 
other practical way? The members of the 
Legislature with these facts before them 
should not fail to vote for the amendments of 
the Sanitary Drainage Trustees, whereby the 
work can go ahead. 


TRANSPORTATION. 

A recent census bulletin contains statistics 
of the cost of operating street railways in the 
United States. The facts considered bear 
directly upon the relative economy of cable, 
electric, and animal tractive power for these 
roads, but the area covered by the investiga- 
tion is not sufficiently wide to warrant 
the making of close deductions as to relative 
or actual cost. The statistics embraced are 
those of only fifty lines, thirty of which are 


+ operated by animals and ten by each of the 


other modes of obtaining power. As one of 

the electric lines, that operated by accumu- 

lators or storage batteries, has only a single 

car it is excluded from the followmg summary 
of results:

The cost per mile includes that of equip- 
ment as well as construction. Probabiy the 
most interesting feature of the comparison is 
that while the cost per mile of operating by 
animal power is much the greatest, the electric 
railways show the greatest cost of transporting 
the average passenger per mile. The latter 
carry a much less number of passengers per 
car mile than the rest, because they occupy 
new lines, over which the travel is but im- 
perfectly developed. In fact, it is estimated 
that the density of their traffic only averages 
about one-sixth of that upon the cabie lines. 
Also it should be noted that the figures for 
cost ot construction do not necessarily indi- 
cate that under similar conditions an electric 
line is less expensive to build and equip than a 
line that is operated by horses. In fact, if the 
number of passengers which can be handled 
with a given first cost of road and equipment 
under the same conditions as to expense of 
route be taken as the unit the first cost will 
stand in about the following proportions: 
Animal, 100; electric, 175; cable, 215. Most 
of the eable lines tabulated are laid with 
double track the entire length, while the elec- 
tric roads are mostly mngle track, and many 
of the latter are circuit lines, the cars return- 
ing to any given point without gomg back 
over the same track. 


CENTRAL EUROPEAN TARIFF LEAGUE. 

The commercial treaty of quasi free trade 
between Germany and Austria-Hungary has 
been concluded and these two powers have m- 


vited Italy, Switzerland, and Belgium to join 


in a convention for the purpose of forming a. 


coalition of Central European States against 
protection countries. It is also announced 
that negotiations for a commercial treaty be- 
tween Germany, Austria, and Russia have 
been commenced, and that Russia is inclined 


to regard it favorably if Germany will assist 
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of dealing with competing nations, and thus 
on the one side from Land’s End to the Ural 
Mountains and on the other from the Arctic 
Ocean to Cape Horn there will be presented 
the spectacle of the civilized world divided 
into two great commercial confederacies, the 
European and American, levying duties on 
each other’s competing goods and wares. The 
general effect will be to remove all danger of 
commercial disturbance, to cement ties of 
friendliness, and to promote the welfare of all 
the people concerned, 


In his letter of Dec. 17,1890, to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote Secretary Blaine submitted a -list 
of propositions which the administration was 
willing to arbitrate in order to settle the seal 
controversy. Among them was the following: 

Whether a closed season (during which the kill- 
ing of seals in the waters of Bering Sea outside 
the ordinary territorial limits shall be prohibited) 
is necessary to save the seal fishing industry, so 
valuable and important to mankind, from de- 
terioration or destruction. Andif so, what months 
or parts of months should be included in such 
season and over what waters it should extend. 

Years ago this country was ready to protect 
the seais by a close season in Bering Sea, but 
Canada objected: and England supported it 
in the objection, and so the merciless slaughter 
of female seals and their young has been kept 
up by the Canadian butchers. It is now as- 
serted, however, that Mr. Blaine has informed 
the British Minister that the agreement for a 
closed sea proposed by Lord Salisbury will be 
accepted. The New York Herald, which has 
been aconspicuous and malicious enemy of Mr. 
Blaine in this matter, taking the Tory view, of 
course, like every other foreign newspaper, 
has this to say: : 

Mr. Blaine will immediately advise the British 
Minister that the Government of the United States 
is prepared to act upon the repeated suggestion 
of the Minister that there shall be a concerted 
suspension of all seal-killing in Bering Sea, begin- 
ning with the present season and to continue till 


little time afforded for perfecting the necessary 
arrangements, owing to the lateness of our gov- 
ernment in this 

confidence is felt and expressed ; 

that the threa slaughter of from 250,000 to 
300,000 seals in one season can be largely 
averted. It will not be possible entirely to sup- 
press water-sealing over so large an area, but 
should the Secretary of State succeed, as he 
hopes, ia utilizing the combined naval resources 
in the North Pacifie of Great Britain, Russia, and 
the United States in policing Bering Sea, the 
catching of seal in violation of the provision of 
the modus vivendi will be an extremely hazardous 
occupation for either American or British ves- 
sels, These vessels, if they go out, will have to 
confine their operations to the Pacific Ocean 
south of the Aleutian Islands. 

This action of Mr. Blaine, if it be carried 
out, will secure the safety of the seal. It also 
indicates that Great Britain has backed down 
from its previous support of Canada, which 
has caused all the trouble, Secretary Blaine 
has taken Lord Salisbury at his word, if all 
reports are true. Now let Canada howl. 


Taz New York boodlers connected with the 
disgraceful Broadway railway proceedings of 
1884 at last have sueceeded in escaping justice. 
Originally twenty-seven indictments were 
found, twenty-two of Aldermen, one of Will- 
iam Moloney as a go-between, and one each 
of twenty-one separate counts of Jacob Sharp, 
James M. Richmond, Thomas B. Kerr, and 
John W. Foshay. The New York vening 
Post thus relates the outcome: 

One Alderman, Jaehne, was convicted on his 
own confession, and is now serving a nine years 
and ten months’ term of imprisonment. Another, 
McQuade, was convicted and sentenced to seven 
years’ imprisonment, but after serving twenty 
months of his term was granted a new trial by the 
Court of Appeals, but the trial has never taken 
place. A third, O’Neil, was corvicted and sen- 
tenced to aterm of four years imprisonment, 
which he has served out. Sharp was convicted 
and sentenced to four years’ imprisonment, but 
the Court of Appeals reversed the conviction and 
granted a new trial, and he died while awaiting 
the latter. Kerr was tried and acquitted; Foshay 
died while awaiting trial, and Richmond never 
has been tried. . 

The rest of the indicted rascals fled to Can- 
ada, but after the city government was turned 
over completely into the hands of thecriminal 
element they began returning, and now two 
District-Attorneys in succession, one of them 
elected upon the special request of that emi- 
nent reformer, Grover Cleveland, have de- 
clared their belief that conviction is impossi- 
ble and that the indictments might as well be 
dismissed. Whether the court decides to dis- 
miss the indictments or not is of no conse- 
quence, as the witnesses have mysteriously 
disappeared or forgotten all about the case. 
Thus the farce comes to an end and we shall 
hear nothing more about it until a new crop 
of boodlers turns up who will expect to enjoy 
the same immunity from the penalties for 
legislative bribery as their predecessors.
